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Hope for the Future 

Third Sunday after Easter 

Read John 14:1-14 

In these days there are some that 
make gloomy prophecies about the 
future. How the national situation 
and the international situation may 
develop and how it will effect our fu¬ 
ture may cause a person some fear. In 
spite of this the Christian can always 
truthfully and confidently say that 
the best is ahead for him. It is always 
good for him to look ahead so that he 
can be courageous to face the pres¬ 
ent. The Christian has a sure hope for 
the future. 

I. The Goal of the Hope 

1. It is where there is enough room. 
There will be no housing shortage 
there. There will be no signs “Child- 
ren not allowed”. When Jesus said 
that there are many mansions, he 
wanted to assure you that there is 
enough room. He wanted you to know 
that there is a beautiful place for you. 

2. It is where Jesus wants you. “I 
will come again and receive you unte 
myself that where I am, there ye may 
be also.” And his prayer is, '‘Father, 
I will that they also whom Thou hast 
given me, be with me where I am; 
that théy may behold my glory which 
Thou gavest me.” Jn. 17:24. He wants 
you there. 

3. It is were Jesus is. “I will come 
again and receive you unto myself,” 
he says. It was the knowledge that 
Jesus was to leave them that troubled 
the disciples. That they should be re- 
united with him was the greatest pøs- 
sible comfort. For the Christian 
“Where Jesus is ’tis heaven there.” 

4. It is heaven. Jesus prepares the 
place. Those that know Jesus know 
That it will be a wonderful place. The 
fact that it is his Father’s house as- 
sures that it is a truly glorious place. 

II. The Foundation for the Hope 

1. Not your own goodness. By look- 
ing at ourselves we see no hope. The 
truth about you and me is that we 
need a Saviour. Without a Saviour we 
are hopelessly lost. 

2. The hope is founded on the 
Word of God. Therefore it is not a “I 
hope so” hope. The word tells us 
about the. one that came to seek and 
to save the lost. It teaches us to know 
God. And “this is life eternal that 
they might know thee the only true 
God and Jesus Christ whom thou hast 
sent.” Jn. 17:3. 

3. The hope is founded on Christ. 
It is what he did to save us that gives 
hope. “My hope is built on nothing 
less than Jesus’ blood and righteous- 
ness.” “Christ is made a sure founda¬ 
tion. Christ the rock on which we 
stand.” 

III. The Assurance of the Hope 

1. Believe. Jesus wants us to be 
sure. But he expects us to believe 
-what he says. When Zacharias was 
told by the angel about the son he was 
to receive he asked how he could be 
sure. He became dumb as punishment 
for doubting the word of the angel. 
Do not offend Jesus by saying “how 
can I be sure.” Take his word for it. 

2. Believe in God. Go where you 
can hear his word. Faith comes by 
hearing God’s word. The hope is as 
certain as God is true. 

3. Believe in Jesus. He says, “Ye 
believe in God, believe also in me.” 
“Believe me . . . Believe me for the 
very works sake.” Assurance comes 
by looking away from self and look- 
ing “unto Jesus, the author and finish- 
er of our faith.” Heb. 12:2. 

IV. The Sharing of the Hope. 

1. By being faithful in life, “He 
that believeth on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do; because 
I go to the Father.” v. 12. These works 
will be such as will bring others to

Today I visited Dr. Empie, immedi- 
ately upon my return from a month’s 
sojourn in Europe. He asked me if I 
had a brief message for our pastors 
who as parish leaders are more than 
any other group responsible for the 
success of the biggest united task that 
our church in America has ever un- 
dertaken. 

Just eleven months ago I was on a 
similar journey when the world was 
still at war. I came home with a heavy 
heart and I confess that I was quite 
bewildered by the enormity of the 
post-war task that confronted our 
Church. 

Now that the war is over the whole 
world is bewildered. Human suffer- 
ing, such as the world has never 
known before, is the lot of untold 
millions and of whole peoples in all 
parts of the world. You have heard 
and seen attempts to pieture the 
world’s distress, but it’s beyond des- 
cription. Politically, economically and 
socially there is also bewildering 
chaos. There is confusion worse con- 
founded in the world. 

Our hearts are still heavy within 
us. We carry an agonizing burden of 
sympathy with the sufferers, so many 
of whom are of our own household of 
faith. But, thank God, we are not be¬ 
wildered any more, not the Christians 
who have heard our Saviour’s call 
and who know his plans for the world. 

I do thank God that the Lutheran 
Church and its leadership are now so 
keenly aware of its duty and oppor- 
tunity. Because in obedience to God 
we have dared to launch forth on 
what seemed a hopeless undertaking 
whose difficulties were great enough 
to frighten men otherwise stout of 
heart. God has blessed us! He has 
opened up doors of service that 
seemed closed and locked. He is en- 
larging our opportunity and empow- 
ering us to rnove on to greater things. 
Our ministry to our stricken brethren 
and to our devastated churches is not 
to be frustrated. Had we postponed 
our action, for laek of faith, it might 
have been in vain. Therefore I say, 
let us continue to labor with might 
and main now. Let us not postpone 


put their trust in Jesus and find their 
hope in him. 

2. By Praying for Others. “And 
whatsoever ye shall ask the Father 
in my name, that will I do, that the 
Father may be glorified in the son.” 
v.13. 

3. By Permitting Jesus to do His 
Work in and Through Us. The great¬ 
er works will be done in answer to 
prayer. “Ask .... I will do it.” vl4.

any action of faith and love even one 
unnecessary day. 

I heard Bishop Berggrav preach in 
German in the great French Cathe- 
dral of St. Pierre in Geneva. He said, 
“Do not call us heroes, for we were 
not that. We do not ask for your pity 
nor ask you to look upon the suffering 
we passed through. Rather do we 
want to testify to you that we have 
been a much begraced church. For 
our tribulations brought us a great 
blessing and gave us a new and deep- 
er appreciation of the glorious and 
satisfying reality of God and the 
Christian faith and believers through- 
out the earth. We believe in the Una 
Sancta as never before.” 

I heard Pastor Niemoeller speak in 
his native tongue to a great throng in 
the “Salle du Reformation,” gathered 
to commemorate the 400th annivers- 
ary of Luther’s death. Using as his 
text the words, “As poor, yet making 
many rich,” he spoke with fervor of 
the true riches of the believing souls 
and of the church. “Christ alone; 
God’s word alone; Grace alone; Faith 
alone.” With prophetic eloquence he 
exhorted all Christians to possess, 
and share these riches with an im- 
poverished world. 

This is our task of faith and love, 
to preach this gospel of grace of all 
men. And what Church is bette»* 
equipped to do it than our own dear 
Lutheran Church? What Church has 
more to give? Though poor, we can 
also make many rich. I say this with 
renewed emphasis and deepened con- 
viction now after a week spent in Gen¬ 
eva at the meeting of the World Coun¬ 
cil of Churches, in company with out- 
standing leaders of evangelical Chris- 
tianity. 

We Americans have not suffered 
yet as so many of our brethren aeross 
the sea, and yet God has begraced us 
too. Is it not worthy of a notable 
thankoffering and of a noble, saeri- 
ficial effort to serve? Let us do that 
very thing and let us do it now, to the 
glory of His name and for the exten- 
sion of His Kingdom in a sin-cured 
world. Then this will become one of 
the finest hours in the history of our 
Lutheran Church. 

But this may become a blessed real¬ 
ity in every pastor’s leadership exper- 
ience is my heart-throb message to my 
brethren in the saered office. It’s a 
message for today, that we may do it 
now.

Green Pastures 

After our Lenten meditations on the 
suffering and death of Christ we 
gathered in church on Easter Sunday 
to hear the glorious tidings, “Christ is 
risen.” Where did Easter bring us? 
Where are you on this side of Easter? 
Back in the pig-sty; living with the 
same old swine; trying indeed to 
make yourselves better, but experi- 
encing the same old defeats, and wal- 
lowing in the same old sins; and starv- 
ing on the same old husks? If so, you 
have tragieally missed God’s plan for 
you, for He was trying to lead you 
into the green pastures of His grace 
but you turned aside from entering 
the door that He opened for you 
through the crueified and risen 
Christ. 

Back to the cross and Him “Who 
was delivered for our offenses,” back 
to Easter morning for a meeting with 
Him who “was raised for our justifi- 
cation.” —For our justification! On 
the basis of our deservings we could 
never be justified or righteous before 
God. But on the basis of what Christ 
has done for us, God, in His love has 
found another way of dealing with 
us—grace. Grace means unmerite-d 
favor. “Grace . . . came by Jesus 
Christ. His death on the cross won it 
for us, while His resurrection sealed 
it with God’s approval. The Gospel of 
the risen Saviour offers us the riches 
of His grace. Jesus says, “I am the 
door, by me if any man enter in He 
shall be saved . . . and find pasture.” 
—Grace for forgiveness, cleansing 
and victorious living. David’s experi- 
ence can be yours, “He maketh me to 
lie down in green pastures . . . He 
leadeth me in the paths of righteous- 
ness for His name’s sake.” Paul glori¬ 
fied in those pastures. Every letter 
beaidng His name begins with the sal- 
utation, “Grace be unto you,” and 
ends with some such benediction. 
“The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you. 

Now when the beasts of the field 
are rejoieing in green pastures after 
the bleak rations of winter, may we, 
members of God’s most exalted crea- 
tion, leave the spiritual desert of our 
own deservings and devices and enter 
the Door to God’s rich pasture lands 
of grace. —A. K. H.

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THE GENERAL CONVENTION 

The Seventeenth General Conven- 
tion will be held in Central Lutheran 
Church, June 11-19, 1946. In many 
ways this will be an outstanding con- 
vention. There will be a Centennial 
Observance, a Memorial Service in 
honor of those who paid the supreme 
sacrifice in the recent war. 

At this convention the matters pre¬ 
sente d by the Planning Commission 
will be considered. This commission of 
fifteen men have held six full sessions 
of three days each, plus added meet- 
ings of the executive committee, and 
a special committee elected within the 
Commission. 

It is not possible to set forth all the 
important matters recommended by 
this commission. A full report is given 
in the March 12th issue of the Luth¬ 
eran Herald. This should be read with 
care. 

Dr. Bergsaker states that if every 
parish would send delegates, as the 
constitution of the Church allows, we 
would have more than 1900 lay dele¬ 
gates in attendanee. 

The Church will refund to each and 
every lay delegate attending the con- 
vention eost of transportation to and 
from the place of meeting at the rate 
of two cents per mile round trip on 
the following condition: 

1. No payment shal) be made until 
the last day of the convention. Dele¬ 
gates receiving mileage pay shall 
have registered by June 13 and each 
shall personally receive his mileage 
pay. 

2. Each delegate shall state the 
mileage at the time of his registration. 

3. Such mileage shall be deter- 
mined by the shortest route from 
home to Minneapolis, either by train, 
bus or car. 

It is our hope that every parish will 
send the number of delegates the con¬ 
stitution allows; namely, one delegate 
from each parish consisting of one 
congregation, and two delegates from 
each parish consisting of two or more 
congregations belonging to the 
Church. 


The Lutheran World Action is be- 
ing geared to set in motion a cam- 
paign to raise an amount of ten 
million dollars in 1946 and 1947. This 
is a great undertaking, but the need 
is tremendous. This amount, in our 
Norwegian Lutheran Church, repre- 
sents 180% of our synodical budget. 
That amount, of course, eovers the 
two years. An average of $4.00 for 
each confirmed member in our dis¬ 
trict is the goal. 

Intensive, prayerful work is neces- 
sary. Much material has been pre- 
pared, both literature and visual aids. 
Circuit key men have been appointed. 
The following recommendations are 
made: 

1. That the month of May be set 
aside for Lutheran World Action, and 
especially Sunday, May 19. 

2. That every congregation be 
urged to raise the entire amount for 
the two year period in 1946. 

3. That the dime cards be used in 
our Sunday Schools beginning now, 
or at the latest, April 28, and until the 
middle of June. 

Our distressed brethren need spiri¬ 
tual and material aid. Perhaps the

4 søndag etter Paaske—Johs 7 :37-39 
(en epilog til den 17 mai) 

Om noen tørster han komme til meg 
aa drikke!” roper Jesus. Han roper 
paa alle som ikke kan nøye seg med 
det legemlige liv, det vi har felles 
med dyrene, men lenges etter det 
aandelige. Han roper til alle som har 
begynt aa tenke de dype sjeletanker: 
hvorfor knyttes der dype hjertebaand 
mellom mennesker naar de saa snart 
skal rives over igjen? Hvorfor er der 
slik avstand mellom det jeg vil og det 
jeg kan? Hva er meningen med livet? 
Hva betyr smertens og saknets gaa- 
ter? Hvor gaar jeg selv hen i min 
dødstime? 

“Kom til meg,” sier Jesus. “Lær 
av meg livets kunst, saa skal du faa 
hvile for din sjel. I Gud er hvilen. 
Les, tenk over og tro mine ord. Og 
du skal bli viss paa tilgivelsen og paa 
det evige liv.” 

Men naar vi naa atter minnes 
Norges frihetsdag, 17 mai, er der noe 
annet som ligger oss paa hjerte enn 
bare vaar egen vesle lagnad. Vi er 
etterkommere av et gammelt folk, 
men vi bor i et nytt land av egen fri 
vilje naa, og vaare barn skal fortsette 
aa bo her etter oss. Har Kristus noe 
aa si oss som kanadiske borgere av 
norsk ætt? Det Nye Testamente taler 
ikke mye om borgerskap i noe jordisk 
land. De eldste kristne ventet Jesu 
snare gjenkomst. De hadde sitt bor- 
gersamfund i himmelen. I jordens 
samfund hadde de ingenting aa si. 
Det brydde seg ikke om dem, eller 
støtte dem fra seg som fiender og 
“hatere av menneskeslekten,” som 
Tacitus sier om de kristne. 

Naa er tiden en annen. Vi er døpt 
til aa være Jesu etterfølgere. Vi bor 
i et samfund som ikke styres av en 
grusom og eneveldig despot som er 
helt fremmed for vaart haap og vaar 
tro. Vi bor i et samfund som vi selv 
styrer og som anerkjenner kristen¬ 
dommen. Likesaa gjør vaare fedre i 
det gamle land. I spissen for sin 
grunnlov har Norge kristendommens 
anerkjennelse som den sanne livsan¬ 
skuelse. Har Jesus noe aa si oss i 
denne helt forandrede situasjon? 

Han fortsetter i vaar tekst: “Den 
som tror paa meg, av hans liv skal 
det, som Skriften har sagt, rinne 
strømmer av levende vann.” Til liv 
og lykke for hele samfundet skal vi 
være. En annen gang sa han: “I er 
jordens salt! I er verdens lys! En by 
som ligger paa et fjell, kan ikke 
skjules; la eders lys skinne for menne' 
skene, saa de kan se eders gode gjer- 
ninger, og prise eders Fader som er 
i himmelen.” Er ikke dette et ord til 
oss som tror paa ham, om vaart norske 
folk i Norge, om vaart folk av norsk 
rett i Kan ada? 

Cg Jesus vil si oss ennaa en ting 
paa Norges frihetsdag, en dag som 
naa har faatt en dobbel betydning. 
Han ber oss se paa Guds godhet i 
vaarens opstandne liv, i fuglevrimmel 
og blomsterprakt, og han ber oss 
ogsaa se tilbake paa det folks his¬ 
torie som vi er sprunget av—ikke for 
aa skryte, men for aa erkjenne Guds 
milde haand i vaart folks lagnad. 
Tenk paa hvad fedrene og vi ble spart 
for i folkevandringenes storme, og de 
herjende innfall av fremmede her- 
skerfolk! Hitlers aak ble kastet av 
etter fem aar, storparten av landet 
ble uskadt nesten. For hvad en pris 
fikk Norge sin frihet igjen, slik som 
det fikk sitt nasjonale sjølvstyre i 
1814. Har nordmennene seg sjølv aa 
takke for det eller for sin kristne 
kirke, “hvor fedrene ydmykt har 
bøyet kne”? 

Paa grunnlag av alt dette, vil Jesus 
ha sagt oss: Vær takknemlige! 
Ydmyk takk er en av aandens fruk¬ 
ter, og den høver seg best for oss. 

Og hva skal vi saa gi Gud igjen for 
vaar milde folkelagnad? Vi skal ta 
imot Jesus Kristus. Vi skal komme 
til ham og drikke av det levende vann 
han tilbyr oss. Vi skal la ham gjøre 
oss til det han vil vi skal være, og for

The saddest thing for me is to see 
all these wonderful sisters getting old 
and so few young ones to take over. 
There is one girl here from Canada, 
Martha Haugen from Prince Albert. 
If there were 10 or 12 or more like her 
starting in, it would make your heart 
glad. Miss Haugen told me there were 
several girls she knew would take up 
Deaconess training if we but had a 
Deaconess Home and Training 
School in Canada. If our church would 
let the women start working now for 
such a cause it would not take long. 

The place that once served as the 
chapel and sitting room for the sisters 
and nurses, is being remodeled into 
rooms for the sick, making room for 
17 more patients. That will be quite 
an expense too. If we could just build 
one-third as large a place as they have 
here, in Regina or Saskatoon or some- 
where in Canada, it would be wonder¬ 
ful. The Catholic hospital right next 
door to this one is also building on to 
its present one. It seems like the one 
that has shall have more and the one 
that has nothing, even what he thinks 
he has shall be taken away from him. 
But it is not the will of our Lord that 
we should grumble. Just pray and 
have faith in Him that He will bring 
it to pass someday.

The Melfort L.D.R. 

Let us praise the Lord for the prom- 
ises in His Word. Has He not prom- 
ised that where two or three are gath- 
ered in His Name there He is to bless? 
To small groups, such as our Melfort 
L.D.R., in a town which had no Luth¬ 
eran organization or church, these 
words hold special significance. 

In the winter of 1945 on the sug¬ 
gestion of one of our pastors, a few 
Lutheran young people organized an 
L.D.R. at Melfort. It was a new exper- 
ience for all—not. one member hav- 
ing previously belonged to an L.D.R. 
The average attendanee for the year 
following was only five but those who 
sought Him in the meetings and 
sought to glorify Him in their efforts, 
found God with them to bless. 

What has such a small L.D.R. of- 
fered to its members of adults and 
teen agers? It has promoted the read¬ 
ing of Christian literature as the Luth¬ 
eran Herald, the News Bulletin, and 
the L.D.R. reading material circled 
among the members who hitherto 
knew little of them. Since the L.D.R. 
group decided to use the S.L.B.I. Sun¬ 
day School lessons, members are reap- 
ing the blessings of systematic Bible 
study. As in larger L.D.R. groups, the 
members have found joy in giving; 
giving to Missions and to Box Work; 
giving in worship and Treasure Chest 
offerings. The L.D.R. has offered at 
several meetings the inspiration of 
study and devotion in God’s beautiful 
outdoors. It has offered to everyone a 
part to play, for everyone takes part 
where there are few to do the work. 
It has not offered, we thankfully and 
humbly say, evenings of social enter- 
tainment. There are other organiza- 
tions for that and we want our L.D.R. 
to help us grow in grace. 

One highlight of the year’s activi- 
ty was the June meeting when, after 
the campfire devotions and discus- 
sions of the twilight hour, all joined 
in the pleasure of packing a Christ¬ 
mas box for Alaska. However the 
Christmas atmosphere abounded still 
more in December when in front of a 
crackling fireplace and in the glow 
of candlelight, we read the Christmas 
story, sang" the old carols, and offered 
our Treasure Chests at an improvised 
altar. That December meeting, we’11 
remember. 

Weaknesses inherent in other or- 
ganizations are found in ours—we 
present this as no model L.D.R., but 
we have been blessed in spite of fail- 
ures and weaknesses. We hoped that 
this aecount may encourage other 
small groups and seattered individu- 
als to organize, L.D.R.’s. It is written, 
“And all things, Whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive.” Matt. 21:22. Seek God’s lead- 
ership and blessing, no matter how 
many or few, and expect to receive of 
Him. He does not fail, if we believe. 


Yorkton Circuit is comprised of 
seven parishes: Buchanan, Pastor A. 
J. Gubberud; Leroy, vacant at pres¬ 
ent; Melville, Pastor H. W. Melby; 
Naicam, Pastor P. E. Nelson; Preece- 
^ville, Pastor A. Tveidt; Rose Valley, 
Pastor J. B. Haave; Strassbourg, Pas¬ 
tor T. J. Langley. The Circuit as such 
was organized in 1911. Of the 25 La¬ 
dies’ Aids in the Circuit, 14 have re- 
turned their triplicate cards for 1945. 
Figures show that there is a consid- 
erable increase over last year in 


monies expended, and in gifts to our 
Canadian institutions. The giving to 
the W.M.F. Departments varies from 
time to time.
